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Success in 
fight over 
town GHB 
drug use 

USE OF THE illegal GHB 
drug in Oswestry is on the 
wane, councillors have been 
told. 

The substance, made ille¬ 
gally in home laboratories, 
has been linked to at least 
two deaths in the town 

It was considered to be 
such a problem in Oswestry 
that last April a special task 
group was set up by Shrop¬ 
shire Council, the police and 
substance abuse services. 

It looked at the best way of 
tackling abuse of the drug. 

On Monday a report on its 
progress was presented to 
Shropshire Council’s 
healthy communities 
scrutiny committee at Shire- 
hall. 

It said: “The general view 
of professionals and police 
working within the area was 
that use of the drug had 
reduced, and this was 
mainly due to the supply 
chain being taken out of cir¬ 
culation.” 

The meeting heard Shrop¬ 
shire Council’s ruling cabi¬ 
net would be asked to 
provide free gym or swim¬ 
ming sessions for those in 
rehab to help them on their 
way to recovery. 

The recommendations 
will go before a future meet¬ 
ing of the authority and fol¬ 
low the police’s Operation 
Bubble campaign which saw 
12 arrests in the town. 

The report said during 
Operation Bubble, which 
ran from March to October 
last year, there were no new 
cases of GHB. Since October 
there had been only a small 
number of cases. 

Drug testing kits have 
also been made available to 
pubs in order for staff to 
examine any suspicious liq¬ 
uids.

A BUILDING society worker from Oswestry told police that she was 
not responsible for taking thousands of pounds from customers’ 
accounts, a court heard. 

Rebecca Entwistle, 26, told officers in an interview she sometimes left her com¬ 
puter terminal logged on at the Nationwide Building Society in Oswestry and 
had given colleagues her password on occasions. 

The 26 year old denies stealing £13, 390 belonging to Mercy Williams between May 26 
and December 10 2009. 


She also denies two other charges of stealing £500 from John Bartley on December 31 
2009 and £200 from his wife, Carolyn, on January 4, 2010. 

The Bartleys were customers at the Wrexham branch while Eleanor Jones, the niece of

Shrewsbury Crown Court heard yester¬ 
day that Entwistle, of College Road, 
Oswestry, told police she could not explain 
the withdrawals from the accounts. 

And the jury was told documents relating 
to Mercy Williams were found in Entwistle’s 
office in Wrexham after she was suspended. 

They included a cheque, registration form 
and a power of attorney form. 

But Entwistle said in the police interview 
she did not know why they had been found 
in her drawer. 

Disciplined 


TRADERS IN Oswestry have revealed how 
they plan to win a bid to become a Portas 
Pilot town - and a share of a £1 million cash 
boost. 

Mary Portas and the local government 
minister, Grant Shapps, have launched a 
competition to find 12 towns across the 
country to become ‘Portas Pilots’. 

The prize is a share of a £1 million budget 
to help turn around ‘unloved and unused’ 
high streets. 

Oswestry Chamber of Commerce is work¬ 
ing on an application for the competition 
which has to be completed by the end of this 
month. 

The chamber has revealed the ideas for 
the application include hiring a town team 
co-ordinator, finding space for perform¬ 
ances and activities and creating a budget 
just for street performances. 

Shropshire Council and Oswestry Town 
Council is also helping with the competition 
bid. 

Martin Anderson, chamber chairman, 
said: “The application will seek to build on 
Oswestry’s culture and heritage and reflect 
the many strengths that we have. 

“It will emphasise that we wish to see 
more and more people enjoying their town 
and participating in its life.” 

He added: “We aim to re-brand the town. ” 


The court was also told that another 
member of staff at the Oswestry branch had 
been disciplined for negligence after £270 in 
an envelope went missing in April 2010. 

The court has already heard Entwistle 
was in financial difficulty at the time and 
had gone more than £7,000 into arrears on 
her mortgage and loan. 

She worked as branch manager at the 
Nationwide in Oswestry before moving to 
the Wrexham branch as customer account 
manager, at her own request. 

The Bartleys realised there was some¬ 
thing wrong as they were transferring 
money to other accounts. 

There should have been the same amount 
in each of the accounts but there was not 
and when they failed to receive paperwork 
for the transfer they went to the Wrexham 
branch of the building society and an inves¬ 
tigation was launched. 

Signatures on withdrawal slips for their 
accounts were forged, Mr Phillip Beardwell, 
prosecuting has told the court. 

Amy Lockyear, fraud investigator, said 
she grew ‘suspicious’ of the withdrawals on 
the Bartleys’s accounts and then of the 
transactions involving Mercy Williams’s 
account.” She added that she had looked at 
CCTV at the time of the transactions and 
the customers were not in the branch. 

The trial continues.

POWYS COUNTY council is 
to lodge formal objections 
against plans to create two 
windfarms in the county. 

While the final decision on 
plans at Llanbadarn Fyn- 
nydd and Llanbrynmair will 
be made by the Department 
of Energy and Climate 
Change, the council is offer¬ 
ing strong objections. 

The cabinet’s decision on 
Tuesday to object on high¬ 
way grounds and on envi¬ 
ronmental impact is likely to 
trigger a public inquiry. 

The cabinet added addi¬ 
tional grounds for objecting 
included unacceptable land¬ 
scape and visual impact as 
well as the detrimental 
effect on tourism. 

The council also voiced 
concerns the additional 
wind farms would result in 
pylon corridors running thr¬ 
ough the county to carry po¬ 
wer across the border to Sh¬ 
ropshire’s Grid connection. 

It will now seek extra cash 
from the Welsh Government 
to aid with the cost of subse¬ 
quent public inquiries. 

Leader of the Council, 
Councillor Michael Jones 
said: “The Cabinet carefully 
considered reports for both 
applications and unani¬ 
mously agreed to support 
officers’ recommendations 
and formally object to the 
proposals.” 

The cabinet is expected to 
respond to four further 
Department of Energy and 
Climate Change wind farm 
applications by the end of 
September.

'refused'

TEACHERS AT an under¬ 
threat primary school near 
Oswestry will never know 
why their bid for academy 
status was rejected - 
because the Department for 
Education is refusing to tell 
them, it has been claimed. 

Education bosses have 
told Ifton Heath Primary 
School in St Martins it is ‘not 
in the public interest’ to 
reveal the reasons why the 
academy status bid was 
refused, headteacher Nicola 
Bradley said. 

The school had applied for 
academy status in a last- 
gasp bid to stop a controver¬ 
sial merger with the village’s 
Rhyn Park Secondary 
School going ahead. 

But now the academy bid 
has failed, the primary 
school’s staff have said it is 
more likely it will have to 
move from its present site in 
the village to an expanded 
all-through school at the 
Rhyn Park site in 2014. 

Mrs Bradley said gover¬ 
nors had written to the 
Department for Education 
requesting further details. 

She said: “We have had a 
reply which is extremely dis¬ 
appointing.

Collection returns to centre 



PART OF AN exhibition 
that went on display when 
the Powysland Museum 
opened in Welshpool in the 
19th century has returned to 
the canalside centre.

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Road shut 
in fear over 
mystery 
substance 

A ROAD IN Oswestry was 
cordoned off and residents 
told to keep their windows 
and doors closed after an 
unidentified substance was 
spotted in a town pond on 
Saturday. 

The alert was sounded 
after a resident touched the 
substance in and around the 
pond at Plas Ffynnon Mil¬ 
lennium Green and had a 
reaction to it. 

Police and firefighters cor¬ 
doned off Plas Ffynnon Way 
for two hours until it 
emerged that the substance 
was a water treatment 
chemical trustees of the 
green had put into the pond 
to keep it clean. 

Trustees were asked to 
put up signs warning people 
not to touch the substance 
until it dissolved. 

Fire service crew manager 
Adrian Bowen said: “A man 
was out walking and he saw 
the white powder around the 
pond. He touched it, he had 
a reaction to it and he rang 
the fire service. 

“We cordoned off the area 
and called out our hazardous 
material officers to examine 
the substance. 

“A trustee of the millen¬ 
nium green then told us the 
substance would appear to 
be a reaction to an aqua 
plankton treatment they use 
on the water to keep it 
healthy.”

Mr Walker will be joined finance director Tarsem Dhaliwal, buying director Nigel Broad- 
hurst and executive director for people and customers Nick Canning in owning 43 per cent 
of Iceland’s equity. Former managing director Andy Pritchard is to retire.

Plans to build 
business site 


PLANS HAVE been submitted to build a 
new business park near Oswestry which 
could provide a possible jobs boost for the 
town. 

Current buildings at Artillery Business 
Park, at Park Hall, would be knocked down 
and new warehouses, storage rooms, com¬ 
mercial offices and industrial buildings put 
up in its place.

He restored profitability and oversaw a 50 
per cent growth in Iceland’s sales. 

In the year to March 2011 net profit was 
up 14.8 per cent to £155.5 million and earn¬ 
ings reaching a record £187.9 million.

Cash aid to list 
burials sought 

INFORMATION on who is buried at 
Oswestry Cemetery could soon become 
much easier to obtain if a lottery bid proves 
successful. 

Town councillors have backed a proposal 
to ask for £56,000 of lottery cash to help 
properly archive the cemetery’s documents 
and artefacts. They were told the move 
would make it much easier for people to 
trace their Oswestry roots. 

At the moment all cemetery documenta¬ 
tion is stored in the town’s archives at 
Oswestry’s Guildhall but not catalogued or 
in any form or order. 

A report to town councillors said talks 
had been held between council officers and 
archivists to see if Heritage Lottery funding 
could be won for an archiving project. 

The project will also research, publish 
and make accessible the history of the ceme¬ 
tery, including creating an integrated data¬ 
base of information on gravestones and 
burials. 


Chairman of the youth council, Nathan 
Thomas, said that after presentations about 
each application it was unanimously agreed 
to award this year’s £1,000 Youth Council 
Grant to four projects. 

The largest award went to the Marches 
Secondary School which was given £400 
towards building a pond in the grounds. 

It will be used for teaching and out of 
school activities by not only students at the 
Marches but also local primary schools and 
the local community.

Nathan said: “In deciding how to share 
out the grant money to the schemes overall, 
the youth council thought that the Marches 
pond scheme had the ability to benefit the 
widest range of people around Oswestry and 
will increase the bio-diversity at the school 
for students to enjoy.” 

Two grants were given to the Oswestry 
Youth Cafe. One grant of £200 will be given 
towards computer games and also a safe 
server for multi access to the internet game, 
Minecraft. 

It will form part of the new Gaming Club 
held every Tuesday at the cafe. 

A second grant, also of £200 will be used 
by Oswestry Youth Cafe to fund training for 
a qualified member of staff to deliver Duke 
of Edinburgh or similar accreditation 
schemes. The final award of £200 has gone 
to Oswestry School to renovate and improve 
the sixth form common room.

Residents 
embrace 
recycling 
of metal 


RESIDENTS IN Oswestry 
have been thanked for 
embracing recycling - after 
it was revealed a campaign 
has seen an extra 23 tonnes 
of metal donated. 

Shropshire Council 
launched a Metal Matters 
campaign in February last 
year which saw every 
household in the town 
given a leaflet explaining 
the range of metals that 
could be recycled. 

Promotional posters and 
vehicle signs using the 
campaign slogan ‘Where 
does the metal you recycle 
end up?’ were also used in 
the Oswestry area. 

This helped to raise 
awareness of the campaign 
further. 

Councillor Mike Owen, 
Shropshire Council’s cabi¬ 
net member with responsi¬ 
bility for waste 
management and recy¬ 
cling, said: “I am very 
grateful to the residents of 
Oswestry for responding to 
this recycling campaign so 
well. 

“More households are 
recycling a broader range of 
metals than before. 

“Their efforts in recy¬ 
cling metals such as alu¬ 
minium foil and trays, 
aerosols and metal lids 
from jars and bottles means 
we are saving waste dis¬ 
posal costs as well as being 
kind on the environment.” 

The campaign was exter¬ 
nally funded by the Waste 
Resources Action Pro¬ 
gramme (WRAP). 

Data gathered shows 
that the participation of 
households in the kerbside 
recycling service and the 
number of households that 
put out a broader range of 
metals have both 
increased.

PM has to show leadership over Bill 


BOTH HEALTH professionals and 
the public are aware that we need to 
improve the quality of care, reduce 
costs and provide increased efficiency 
within the National Health Service. 

The public also requires a service 
that is available on demand and 
doesn’t discriminate between social 
class and/or the ability to pay. 

Despite these clear values, we have a 
highly controversial Health and Social 
Care Bill, opposed by 97 per cent of 
health professionals and an increasing 


number of confused members of the 
public. 

However, the most deep-rooted prob¬ 
lem the NHS has continually faced has 
been the meddling of politicians who 
have used the service as a political foot¬ 
ball. 

No greater example of this has been 
the posturing of the Liberal Democrats 
who, desperate to regain their political 
standing, have with the collusion of 
their coalition partners tabled further 
unnecessary amendments rendering 


an unworkable Bill totally irrelevant. 

It is now time for all health profes¬ 
sionals and the Government to put 
aside their differences and work 
together to create a coherent future for 
the NHS. 

This can only be achieved by the 
Prime Minister withdrawing this 
deeply flawed Bill and providing a sign 
of clear leadership, something sadly 
lacking in recent months.

Evans was bailed and will 
be sentenced on April 13 at 
Mold Crown Court.

Warning 
on phone 
frauds by

Bird nest 
warning 
to eager 
gardeners 

WELSHPOOL’S gardeners 
have been warned that they 
could be breaking the law 
when cutting hedges. 

The warm weather has 
sent gardeners to their 
sheds, but police say they 
could be breaking the law. 

Sergeant Matt Howells, 
Dyfed Powys Police Wildlife 
Crime and Environment 
officer, said: “If you are thi¬ 
nking of cutting back a he¬ 
dge please ensure you check 
inside beforehand as there 
may be a nesting bird inside 
and members of the public 
could fall foul of the law. 

“Cutting hedges is not 
illegal, but the earlier you do 
it the better and make sure 
you give the nesting birds a 
thought.” 

It is an offence under the 
Wildlife and Countryside 
Act of 1981 to intentionally 
take, damage or destroy the 
nest of any wild bird while it 
is in use or being built. 

The RSPB recommends 
cutting hedges and trees is 
avoided between early 
March and August.

WELSHPOOL will be the hub of round 
two of the British Rally Championship 
(BRC) on March 23 and 24, when the 
Bulldog Security Products-spon- 
sored International Rally of North 
Wales returns for a second year. 

A ceremonial start and finish will be held in the 
town centre with the event again based at Welsh¬ 
pool Livestock Market. 

Northern Ireland’s Mark Donnelly leads the 
six-round championship after winning the 
Bournemouth-based Rallye Sunseeker Interna¬ 
tional in his Renault Clio. And for his Welsh co¬ 
driver, Dai Roberts (Carmarthen) ‘The Bulldog’ 
will be on ‘home’ ground. 

Welshpool’s hopes in the event will be carried 
by James Watkin of Rally Marketing in Boot 
Street who will be using last year’s Nissan Micra 
with a new 1300cc engine. 

Twenty-two year old Watkins and co-driver 
Daniel Phelps, from Neath, recently completed 
the Wyedean Stages in Chepstow in 90th place 
out of a field of 180, tenth in class. 

Amongst the favourites for victory are two ris¬ 
ing stars from Machynlleth; Elfyn Evans (23), 
who won the rally last year in a Subaru and Osain 
Pryce (19). Evans returns to Ford, the car giant 
who helped his father Gwyndaf to win the British 
Rally Championship in 1996, while Price leaves 
the marque which gave him the Ford Fiesta Sport 
Trophy title in 2011, to drive a Citroen DS3. 

Evans and his Aberystwyth co-driver Andrew 
Edwards finished third overall in Bournemouth 
and won their class. Price, partnered by Iestyn 
Williams from Abersoch, was fourth and third in 
his class. 

Another Welsh driver moving to the French 
carmaker is Tom Cave (20) from Aberdovey. In 


2008 Cave became the youngest-ever driver to 
contest Britain’s round of the World Rally Cham¬ 
pionship - Wales Rally GB. He rented a Fiesta for 
the opening round in Bournemouth and, with his 
Oswestry co-driver Craig Parry (32), finished sev¬ 
enth overall. 

Drivers from Finland, Norway, USA, England, 
Ireland, Scotland and Wales are expected for the 
two-day, 342-mile rally which features 96 compet¬ 
itive miles and 11 special stages over unsurfaced 
Forestry Commission roads in the Dyfnant and 
the Dyfi forests. 

The ceremonial start is at 5pm in Welshpool 
town centre on March 23 followed by two runs in 
Dyfnant Forest near Llangadfan, before the 
crews return to Welshpool Livestock Sales site at 
Buttington Cross for service at 9pm. 


Restarting at 8.30am on Saturday from the 
Livestock Sales site, crews face three special 
stages in the Dyfi forest complex near Machynl¬ 
leth before returning to the site at around 
12.15pm for fuel, service and new Pirelli tyres. 

The final loop of three stages, including a 
return to Dyfnant as the 11th and final special 
stage, concludes the competitive element before 
the surviving teams head for the finish at 6.45pm. 

Spectators are welcomed at locations selected 
for their best viewing opportunities. There is a 
nominal car parking charge. Spectator informa¬ 
tion is available on the Bulldog Rally website;

Highlights of the rally will be broadcast on Sky 
Sports 2 - normally on the Monday immediately 
following the event - and on YouTube.

Business chiefs take up 
fight for 'fragile' town 


BUSINESS leaders have vowed to ‘keep working as hard 
as possible’ to safeguard Oswestry’s retail future after a 
planning inspector described it as ‘fragile’. 

And Chamber of Commerce bosses said this week they 
would also capitalise on the positive aspects of the town 
which were highlighted by planning inspector Robin 
Brooks. 


Mr Brooks gave his 
appraisal as he summed up 
the reasons why he rejected 
an appeal by car firm JT 
Hughes and guttering firm 
Guttercrest against Shrop¬ 
shire Council’s decision to 
throw out their bid to build a 
multi-million pound super¬ 
market in Victoria Road. 

The planning inspector 
took a look at the general 
retail situation in Oswestry 
and although he found many 
positives, he warned the 
town faced challenges. 

He said: “Oswestry has an 
attractive, historic and com¬ 
pact town centre in which 
shopping is a generally 
pleasurable experience. 

“In addition to a good 
range of national multiple 
traders it has a strong repre¬ 
sentation of specialist and 
independent shops, includ¬ 
ing independent food shops, 
to an extent not seen in 
many centres. Street mar¬ 
kets and the indoor market 
also contribute to its charac¬ 
ter and vitality. 

“However, none of these 
attributes insulate it from 
the effects of the current 
economic situation and both

the council and the 
Oswestry Coalition pointed 
to that situation as the prin¬ 
cipal cause of an increase in 
the number of vacant shops. 

“The number and spread 
of those vacancies is quite 
evident on the streets 
though concealed to some 
extent by the window dis¬ 
plays mounted in them 
under the local Footfall proj¬ 
ect, itself both a recognition 
of the problem and a positive 
response to it. 

“My overall view assess¬ 
ment is that the retail health 
of the town is fragile.” 

Chamber of Commerce 
chairman Martin Anderson 
said the inspector’s view 
that the town’s retail health 
was fragile, was ‘undoubt¬ 
edly the case’. 

Mr Anderson, who urged 
people to get involved in 
Mary Portas’s Town Pilot 
scheme looking at the future 
of retail, added: “It is 
encouraging that the inspec¬ 
tor has remarked on the 
many positive aspects of 
Oswestry.”

FIREFIGHTERS believe 
arsonists may have been 
behind two blazes in 
Oswestry. 

A brick shed was set on 
fire in Hawthorne Grove at 
about 7.50pm on Saturday.

Villagers' plea for speed 
camera to stay in village 


RESIDENTS near Oswestry are urging a 
speed camera team not to leave their village - 
because they say they want another local 
traffic troublespot to be tackled. 

The speed camera has been operating at Gobowen’s St 
Martins Road since October but could be withdrawn next 


month if the Safer Roads 
Partnership decides its work 
is done. 

But safety campaigners do 
not want the camera to leave 
Gobowen entirely and today 
asked for it to be relocated to 
outside the village school. 

Shropshire Councillor 
Trevor Davies said: “If the 
camera is moved from there 
then I would suggest they 
move it to another problem 
spot in the village. 

“I would like to see it at 
Chirk Road by the school. 
That is where it is really 
needed. 

“We have children walk¬ 
ing there and many people 
think the speed of traffic is 
unacceptable. 

“We tried to get a 20mph 
limit at the school on Chirk 
Road but it is very difficult. 

“If they are looking for 
another place, then outside 
the school is a definite possi¬ 
bility.” 

The camera was set up on 
St Martins Road in the 
autumn after a study found 
about half of drivers ignored 
the 30mph limit. 

The data collected indi¬ 
cated that 46 per cent of

drivers exceeded the speed 
limit and 15 per cent of vehi¬ 
cles travelled above 
38.4mph. 

The area was made an 
enforcement area because of 
the high level of community 
concern and requests from 
members of Selattyn and 
Gobowen Parish Council. 

At a recent meeting of the 
area’s local joint committee 
it was revealed the speed 
camera had caught more 
than 100 drivers speeding. 

The Safer Roads Partner¬ 
ship said it would decide 
next month whether or not 
to continue with the St Mar¬ 
tins Road site. 

The decision will depend 
on whether bosses feel the 
cameras brought down the 
speed of motorists enough in 
the last six months. 

Katy Jenkins, from the 
road safety group, said: “If 
we do decide to exit the site, 
we won’t just leave. We will 
talk to the police and the 
council to see if there is any 
more we can do.”

CALLS HAVE been made for Oswestry to lead 
the way in this year’s Britain in Bloom - by 
making their flowers more insect-friendly. 

The town has taken top honours at the annual 
competition for several years. But councillors 
have agreed to hold talks with a group of town 
gardeners. ■ by lain St John 

The gardeners are urging ■ 


them to use more environ¬ 
mental friendly plants in 
their In Bloom planting 
schemes. 

The request has come 
from gardeners Valentine 
Davis, Sue Hannagan and 
Elizabeth Williams. 

In a letter to Oswestry 
Town Council, Mrs Davis 
said: “Gardens, including 
municipal planting, are 
increasingly recognised as 
important habitats where 
insects can find sources of 
nectar and pollen. 

“Unfortunately, most of 
the flowers traditionally 
used in parks and planters 
lack nectar and pollen and 
do not support pollinating 
insects. 

“Oswestry is known for its 
colourful floral displays in 
the town’s streets, parks and 
gardens and has won many 
golds in Britain in Bloom. 

“The town now has a great 
opportunity to show leader¬ 
ship with a change of empha¬ 
sis regarding municipal 
planting schemes. 

“Setting an example to 
local gardeners would 


encourage them to join this 
vital campaign to grow 
plants that support our visi¬ 
bly diminishing numbers of 
butterflies, bees and other 
pollinating insects. 

“In future it is possible 
that insect friendliness may 
become one of the judging 
criteria for Britain in Bloom. 
Switching the type of plans 
used in bedding schemes and 
planters does not mean the 
quality or appearance of 
planting schemes would be 
compromised.” 

Town councillors agreed 
to pass the matter on to a 
task and finish group. 

The meeting was told the 
group members would con¬ 
tact the three gardeners to 
discuss the suggestion in 
more detail. 

Councillor Martin Ben¬ 
nett said the plants for this 
year had already been 
bought but said the sugges¬ 
tion was ‘well worth explor¬ 
ing’ for future years. 

Councillor Betty Gull sug¬ 
gested Eden Street in the 
town would be an ideal area 
for a pilot project to be held.

Dog training at tennis

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Extension 
to way is 
opening 
for walks 

THE NEW Shropshire Way 
extension around Oswestry 
will take walkers from flat 
canal towpaths to the tough 
terrain of the foothills of 
Wales and along part of a 
World Heritage Site, it has 
been revealed. 

The Oswestry loop of the 
waymarked series of paths 
should be opened sometime 
in May. 

Organisers hope the walks 
will be used by visitors, 
bringing a boost to local 
shops, pubs and bed and 
breakfast establishments 
but also by local people. 

The project is a new exten¬ 
sion to the Shropshire Way 
long distance Footpath link¬ 
ing Llanymynech, Chirk, 
Oswestry and Ellesmere. 

There will also be six new 
easier-access routes created, 
one of them coined the Col¬ 
liers Way, taking walkers 
along routes used by the 
miners’ community in St 
Martins. 

Peter Dunhill, project offi¬ 
cer, said: “With landowners’ 
permission stiles are being 
replaced with self closing 
wicket and kissing gates for 
easier access and steps are 
being installed on the 
steeper sections of tracks. 

He said closer to the offi¬ 
cial opening the paths will be 
waymarked with Shropshire 
Way roundels. 

A new guide will be 
designed with a map based 
website.

death, please check my feet 


I DON’T know why I decided to go 
for a medical. I was about to 
embark on a two-month wildlife 
tour of Central Africa and I felt 
fighting fit. 

On top of this (or perhaps, because of it) I 
was starting my course of doxycycline anti- 
malarials, and my usual sniffling-self was 
currently drugged to the eyeballs with a 
combination of vaccines and antibiotics.

Former physio is shaping

AFTER 36 years of working in the medical profession Helen Mick- 
iewicz has put away her medic table and picked up a pen to become 
a writer.

Family life aboard working 
canal boat seen on postcard

TODAY THE canal at Welshpool is 
an attractive leisure feature but it 
was, of course, like all canals, 
originally part of the industrial 
transport infrastructure of the 
country. 

And although there appears to be a family 
on this boat, it was clearly a working boat. 
But which boat was it? When was the photo 
taken? 

The wording on the side, which would 
have provided many clues, is tantalisingly 
difficult to read even under magnification. 

It is a Photochrom Ltd of Tunbridge 
Wells postcard which was loaned to us by 
Sally Anne Richards, who collects postcards 
featuring towns and places in the borders 
area. 

Disappeared 

The scene today is broadly similar, with 
the cottages on the right, and the bridge, 
although the warehouse on the left has dis¬ 
appeared. 

This photo has been published before, 
and it is to Andy Talbot, of the Friends of 
the Montgomery Canal, that we have to give 
thanks for dipping into a book which may 
solve the riddle. 

“The mystery about the writing on the 
side of the narrowboat or working boat - not 
‘barge’ please, they are usually 14 feet wide 
and won’t fit on our narrow canals - can be 

answered by looking at pages 86 and 87 of 
Harry Arnold’s book ‘The Montgomery 
Canal and its Restoration’. 

“I quote: ‘On the offside (non-towpath 
side of the canal) immediately below Severn 
Street Bridge, was the home of the Welsh-

haps that it is later than the frills of the very 
earliest years of the 20th century. 

“However, the straight, heavy looking 
bridge in the background is the Welshpool 
and Llanfair Railway bridge. This wasn’t 
opened until 1903.”

It started life as 2010’s Interna¬ 
tional Van Of The Year but now 
Nissan’s NV200 Combi is a fully 
fledged seven seat MPV. 

There’s no hiding the fact that this model 
has evolved to its current guise but there’s 
something a little charming about this offer¬ 
ing from Nissan. 

The Combi is a very different looking MPV 
which can be configured in either five or seven 
seat format and with sliding rear doors is the 
ideal family option or better still as a taxi. 

So it’s no surprise that the Combi was cho¬ 
sen in May 2011 as the next-generation taxi 



for New York City. It is a model designed for 
customers around the world as Nissan's new 
compact commercial vehicle. 

It’s suited for a wide variety of situations 
including business, daily use, or leisure. 

Unlike some rivals which come equipped

The unit returns a thrifty 53.3mpg in the 
combined cycle with C02 emissions of only 
138g/km keeping running costs in line with 
the top value list prices. 

You would never describe the Combi as lux¬ 
urious but it’s functional, built for the job 
and surprisingly spacious with its sliding 
doors. The rear door option of van style or up 
and over is a bonus development. 

Behind the wheel there is little to distin¬ 
guish the model from the van. The finish does 
have bit of a plastic feel but is functional with 
all the controls easy to find and operate.

Pick up is poor with 0-62mph in 12 seconds 
but it does have a top speed of 98mph and a 
three year/100,000 mile warranty combined 
with fuel figures of 53.3mpg. 

The Combi 
is the ideal taxi and has obvious attractions 
for the Motability section too. 

It’s also a cost effective option for the 
school run and you could prove popular with 
the next door neighbour when it comes to 
sharing.

£16,000 and the test car came out at £18,470 
with metallic paint and carpets adding a fur¬

Shake-up 
plan for 
county 
leagues 

SCORES of Shropshire 
football clubs, including 
Morda United and 
Ellesmere reserves, are 
poised to win promotion 
this summer - without 
kicking a ball, writes 
JOHN BRIDGWATER. 

A major re-structuring of 
the Saturday scene will see a 
new Mercian League formed 
for clubs in the county and 
on its border. 

And Shropshire FA chiefs 
are now anxiously waiting to 
learn if the new league will 
receive recognition from 
national headquarters by 
being placed on the national 
football pyramid. 

“This would be of benefit 
for everybody,” said Shrop¬ 
shire FA vice-chairman 
Dave Simpson. 

Under the current system, 
teams playing in the County 
League Premier Division 
must earn two promotions 
to reach the West Midlands 
League Division One and 
climb onto the bottom tier - 
step seven - of the national 
pyramid. 

Status 

But it is hoped the green 
light will be given for the 
Mercian League to have its 
own step seven status, offer¬ 
ing immediate promotion to 
the West Midlands League 
Premier Division. 

“The new league will be 
forming anyway but we are 
just waiting to hear from the 
English FA to see if we have 
been successful in step seven 
status,” added Simpson. 

“Our argument is that if a 
new team forms in Shrop¬ 
shire at the moment, it has 
to win five promotions to 
reach step seven and that 
simply isn’t fair. 

“Under the new three- 
tier system we are proposing 
a club could get on the 
national pyramid within two 
seasons.” 

The new league could 
include a Premier Division 
and a Division One as well as 
Eastern and Western confer¬ 
ences. 

Weston Rhyn, who cur¬ 
rently lie second in division 
two, also have a chance for 
promotion to the Mercian 
League, where they would 
join Morda and Ellesmere 
reserves.

More than 
60 attend 
talks on 
trust bid 

MORE than 60 people 
turned out to a public meet¬ 
ing to hear plans which 
could see a primary school 
become the first in Shrop¬ 
shire to boost its revenues by 
taking on charitable status. 

The meeting was held at 
Martin Wilson School on 
New Park Road in Castle- 
fields, Shrewsbury, after a 
consultation was launched 
to change it from a commu¬ 
nity school to a co-operative 
community trust school. 

A charitable trust would 
be set up under the propos¬ 
als, called The Severn Com¬ 
munity Co-operative Learn¬ 
ing Trust. 

The school would remain 
under overall local authority 
control and still receive 
council funding, but school 
assets such as the grounds 
and buildings would trans¬ 
fer to the trust’s control. 

At the meeting last week 
councillors, parents, mem¬ 
bers of the public and union 
representatives were reas¬ 
sured that the move would 
benefit the school. 

Headteacher David Purs- 
low said: “We are going on 
now to get more and more 
consultation leaflets out 
there and we will also be 
inviting the MP to come and 
have a chat with us about 
the plans.”

Ambitious target set to 
double visitor numbers 


AMBITIOUS targets have been set to double 
the number of shoppers coming into Shrews¬ 
bury town centre in the next three years. 

The claim was made at a recent meeting of town traders. 
Speaking at the meeting in Ashley’s Wine Bar, Clive Wright 
from Shropshire Council said at the bare minimum the 


authority was aiming for a 
50 per cent increase in foot¬ 
fall in the next three years. 

But he added: “It should 
be possible to increase foot¬ 
fall by 100 per cent in three 
years by promoting the key 
things that bring people 
here.” 

Mr Wright said that the 
council was working pro¬ 
actively with Shrewsbury 
traders to bring about a rise 
in visitors to the town. 

One possible scheme 
being explored to help boost 
numbers involves closing off 
part of High Street to vehi¬ 
cles on a Sunday. 

“We need to think cre¬ 
atively and think more like 
business owners,” he said. 

“We should trial things for 
short periods to see if they 
work.” 

He said the council was 
looking to put into practice 
the findings of a report on 
Shrewsbury by tourism 
experts Britton McGrath 
Associates. 

The firm were drafted in 
by Shropshire Council last 
year to help boost the town’s 
tourism revenue. 

The report said: “It would 
appear not unreasonable to

suggest that, given our 
knowledge and confidence in 
the quality of the visitor 
experience that Shrewsbury 
has to offer, with the appro¬ 
priate investment, it might 
be possible to increase 
income from the visitor 
economy significantly, per¬ 
haps even in the order of an 
incremental 50-100 per cent 
of current performance. 

“If the tourism spend in 
Shrewsbury increased to, in 
the order of £275 million per 
year, it would still place it 
well below 50 per cent of the 
tourism spend achieved by 
Durham or Cardiff and still 
only 15 per cent of that 
achieved by Chester and 
Cheshire West.” 

Edward Goddard, chair¬ 
man of Destination Shrews¬ 
bury, said the report’s 
recommendations were 
being driven through. 

“Some of the things are 
physical, such as better sig¬ 
nage in the town. But we are 
also looking at improving 
marketing and the branding 
of Shrewsbury,” he said.

There’s no hiding the fact that this model 
has evolved to its current guise but there’s 
something a little charming about this offer¬ 
ing from Nissan. 

The Combi is a very different looking MPV 
which can be configured in either five or seven 
seat format and with sliding rear doors is the 
ideal family option or better still as a taxi. 

So it’s no surprise that the Combi was cho¬ 
sen in May 2011 as the next-generation taxi 



for New York City. It is a model designed for 
customers around the world as Nissan's new 
compact commercial vehicle. 

It’s suited for a wide variety of situations 
including business, daily use, or leisure. 

Unlike some rivals which come equipped

You would never describe the Combi as lux¬ 
urious but it’s functional, built for the job 
and surprisingly spacious with its sliding 
doors. The rear door option of van style or up 
and over is a bonus development. 

Behind the wheel there is little to distin¬ 
guish the model from the van. The finish does 
have bit of a plastic feel but is functional with 
all the controls easy to find and operate. 
There is also no shortage of storage space - 
13 different areas in fact. 

Rear passenger 

Front seats are comfortable and easily 
adjusted but a rear passenger was soon com¬ 
plaining that the seats were more than a lit¬ 
tle on the hard side.

Play if safe when 
using motorways 


Driving on motorways can be 
sleep-inducingly dull, especially 
when you add the hypnotic 
effect of miles of identical 
roads, pouring rain and wind¬ 
screen wipers. 

It’s tempting to set the cruise control to 
70 and let the car get on with the rest - but 
that could have the same effect as hitting 
the snooze button. If you focus on keeping 
your speed right, you’ll keep your concen¬ 
tration and be less likely to doze off. 

At 70mph you travel 30 meters every sec¬ 
ond. You might not think you’ll fall asleep 
at the wheel, but you might not even realise 
you have. Plan your journey so you include 
a break every two hours, and take the 
breaks whether or not you think they are 
necessary. 

If you start feeling tired take a break; 
don’t worry about where you’re going to, 
it’s better late than never. A cup of coffee is 
great for giving you a boost. It will be about 
20 minutes before it has an effect, so have 
your drink and settle down for a nap. If you 
sleep for any longer than 20 minutes, your 
sleep will be deeper and harder to wake 
from. 

If you’ve got a long journey, get a good 
night’s sleep the night before. If you decide 
to leave early to beat the rush, remember 
that the early hours are when you are at 
most risk of drifting off. You’ll have 
another dip in energy after lunch too, espe¬ 
cially if you have a heavy meal.

Carry a bottle of water to keep you 
hydrated on the journey, as well as snacks 
-especially if you’re travelling with kids. 
But make sure you’ve pulled over in a safe 
place to have your food or drink. 

If you’ve got the time - perhaps you’re 
heading off for your family holiday - con¬ 
sider taking a different route to keep you 
alert. It might take longer but you’ll see 
more of the countryside, and may even 
miss major motorway delays. Set your sat- 
nav to avoid motorways, but check that you 
know your route on a map too, in case the 
technology fails. 

If there’s more than one driver in the car, 
share the driving. This is especially impor¬ 
tant over longer distances, and does mean 
you can make better progress as one of you 
can rest or map read, while the driver con¬ 
centrates on the road. 

There’s no getting away from it, motor¬ 
way service areas are expensive. Planning 
your stops at them doesn’t mean you have 
to shop there. Take your meals with you or 
try a little off-motorway driving. Hugh 
Cantlie’s excellent book Near the Motor¬ 
ways lists great affordable alternatives to 
service stations all within five minutes of 
the motorway.

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Italian job moving on to the next generation 


How times change. The first Fiat Panda 
arrived in 1980 and has become a design 
classic, thanks to a strict approach to 
keeping things simple and cheap. 

The result was a functional, slab-sided car for people 
without much money, and with simple, flat (and cheap) 
glass, simple (and cheap) suspension and a clever (and 
cheap) rear seat of canvas stretched between two poles that 
lifted out to produce a Panda van, more or less. 

Now, more than six million sales later comes the third 
generation Panda and it’s no longer nearly so utilitarian, or 
so cheap. Competitively priced is how I’m sure Fiat would 
put it, but it’s arrived in a fiercely fought part of the new car 
market and had better be good. 

It looks like a slightly larger (all round) and more rounded 
version of the second generation Panda that arrived in 2003 
and is, says Fiat, safer and more economical than before. 

It also comes with the chance to have a potential design 
classic under the bonnet if you tick the right box, as I did for 
the test car. 

Called TwinAir, it’s a tiny two-cylinder 875cc petrol 
engine that uses a turbo and clever technology to provide 
more power than you’d expect and claimed terrific economy 
(although more of that later). 

Priced from £9,400 to £12,250, there’s a choice of three 
petrol engines and a lone diesel. The test car, in mid-spec 
Easy trim cost £10,750. 

In more rural parts of Italy, physical and spiritual homeland 
of the Panda, you’ll still see plenty of old models about, a lot of 

them with four-wheel drive _ 

and ideal for life on a small¬ 
holding. 

Expect to see all-wheel 
drive offered on the new¬ 
comer before too long, but 
on Britain’s mainly tarred 
and only occasionally 
snowed upon roads, the 
front-wheel drive Panda 
ought to do well enough. 

The test car, faced with 
nothing more onerous than 
some pretty Cotswolds 
lanes, looked the part on the 
outside with simple, 
smoothly contoured lines 
and, inside, did a decent job 
of disguising the fact it had 
to be built to a strict price 
limit. 

Without driver’s seat 
height adjustment (£50 
extra) and with the optional 
(£720) space robbing sun-

roof fitted there was an immediate conflict between head 
and roof, eased by retracting the roof blind and letting the 
sun shine in through the tinted glass above. A car without 
the sunroof proved more accommodating. 

Most of the new Panda’s increased length has been given 
over to increased rear seat room, helped by thinning the 
front seatbacks. From September you’ll be able to buy a 
Panda with a sliding rear seat, while the car is now available 
with a middle seat headrest and safety belt to make use of 
the new car’s extra width. 

But the Panda is all about driving, once you’ve fired up the 
TwinAir engine and pulled away, to a soundtrack that’s 
recalls a toned-down race track refugee. Give it some revs and 
this little baby fairly flies, although you’ll have a hard time 
checking its pace thanks to a desperately overstyled 


speedometer face. A ride that turns choppy on less than 
perfect surfaces didn’t help. 

After 40 miles of fun the trip computer read 
44mpg. Not bad but not brilliant. Time to try 
harder on the economy front. My passenger 
switched seats for the drive back to base 
and played very lightly with the 
accelerator as though it was 
heated to furnace temperature 
and changed up when the dash 
indicator told him too. 

All this restraint improved 
matters to a still-middling 
49mpg and miles off the 
67.8mpg quoted in the 
mandatory Euro test. There’s 
only one conclusion; you might 
as well enjoy life in the latest lit¬ 
tle Fiat.

SHREWSBURY’S under-15s head 
to Ledbury in the semi-finals of the 
North Midlands Plate on Sunday - 
while the club’s under-14 team go 
to Kidderminster in the same 
round of the same competition. 

The u-15s have been improving 
all season and, while they expect 
Ledbury to be stern opposition, 
coach Duncan Kirkby feels his side 
stand a decent chance.

Special award delights longstanding boss 


GRAHAM Turner, Shrewsbury 
Town’s vastly experienced manager, 
has followed in the footsteps of 
Jimmy Hill and Jimmy Armfield by 
being honoured with the Contribu¬ 
tion to League Football Award at the 
Football League Awards for 2012. 

The prestigious award is pre¬ 
sented by the board of the Football 
League to an individual who has 
given a lifetime’s service to the pro¬ 
fessional game. 

And Turner, who is doing all he 
can to replicate the success he 
enjoyed in his first spell as Shrews¬ 
bury manager, was a richly deserv¬ 
ing recipient of this year’s prize 
which he received at a glitzy cere¬ 
mony in London last Sunday. 

“It is a great honour to receive this 
award and a privilege to have my 


name associated with the great 
names that have won the award 
before me,” said Turner. 

“The years have flown by for me 
in this great game of ours, and I have 
loved my career. I am absolutely 
delighted to get this wonderful 
award.” 

Greg Clarke, chairman of the 
Football League, said: “During a 
career spanning six decades, Gra¬ 
ham Turner has become one of the 
most widely respected figures in the 
Football League and it is a real hon¬ 
our to present him with this award. 

“His passion for the game is leg¬ 
endary and few can match his 
achievements in having a successful 
career as a player, a manager and in 
the boardroom.” 

After a successful professional 


playing career spanning 650 senior 
appearances for Chester City, Wrex¬ 
ham and Shrewsbury, Turner took 
over as player-manager at Gay 
Meadow in 1978-79. 

In six years at the club, he won the 
old third division championship and 
twice reached the FA Cup quarter¬ 
finals. 

Following a two-year stint at 
Aston Villa, Turner joined Wolver¬ 
hampton Wanderers where, 
inspired by the goals of Steve Bull 
and Andy Mutch, the club won two 
promotions and the Football League 
Trophy at Wembley in 1988. 

In 1995, Turner began a 15-year 
relationship with Hereford United 
that would see him take on a variety 
of roles including manager, director 
of football, chairman and major 


shareholder. 

His major achievement with the 
Bulls was to lead the club back into 
the Football League in 2006, after 
nine seasons in the Conference. This 
was followed by promotion to 
League 1 two years later. 

Then, in June 2010, at the age of 
62, Turner returned to Shrewsbury 
Town, signing a three-year deal to 
manage the club. 

Turner received the award at the 
gala ceremony at The Brewery, Lon¬ 
don, in front of over 600 guests from 
clubs, sponsors and the football 
industry. 

Previous winners include Crewe 
Alexandra director of football Dario 
Gradi, PFA Chief Executive Gordon 
Taylor, Jimmy Armfield and Jimmy 
Hill. 


Former

THE man who played up 
front for Town alongside 
Grant Holt in the club’s 
last Wembley appear¬ 
ance will be aiming to 
derail Shrewsbury’s pro¬ 
motion push at Plymouth 
Argyle this weekend, 
writes STUART DUNN. 

Nick Chadwick, who 
made little impact for 
Town in the 2009 play-off 
final defeat against 
Gillingham, rejoined the 
Pilgrims earlier this sea¬ 
son after a spell in the 
non-League game.

CONOR McLaughlin’s Irish eyes are smiling again after being given 
the chance to play a part in Shrewsbury Town’s promotion push. 

The Belfast-born 20-year-old has found first team chances hard to come by at Preston 
North End recently so he took little persuading to make the switch to the Greenhous 
Meadow on a two-month loan. 

The highly rated utility man, already a senior Northern Ireland international, is excited 
about the prospect of playing more regular first team football and is just pleased he 
attracted the attention of Town boss Graham Turner. 

“As soon as I heard about coming to Shrewsbury I was very excited and wanted to come 
down and play games,” said McLaughlin. “I haven’t had that many this season at Preston. 

“I started the season in the first team but have been in and out. I just want to get a reg¬ 
ular run of games and hopefully I’m going to get that here and help Shrewsbury push on 
for promotion.” 

He admits a felt “a bit 
rusty” in his first couple of 
matches but he’s settled in 
quickly and has been 
warmly welcomed into the 
Town fold. 

“You’re quite nervous 
when you come in and meet 
everyone but the lads have 
been brilliant with me,” he 
said. “They’re really wel¬ 
comed me so it’s been an 
easy transition.” 

Useful 

He slotted into the Town 
team at left back to cover the 
injured Joe Jacobson but 
revealed that right back, 
where he lined up against 
Burton last weekend, is his 
strongest position. 

“I’m mainly a right back 
but left back isn’t alien to 
me,” he said. “I’ve played 
there a few times at Preston. 

This season at Preston I’ve 
played every position apart 
from striker and goalkeeper, 
but it’s useful to be able to 
play in different positions.” 

McLaughlin’s current 
focus is firmly on doing well 
for Shrewsbury but his long 
term goal is shining for Pre¬ 
ston, the club where he 
emerged from the youth 
team ranks. 

He said: “I came over 
when I was 16 and got my 


first professional contract 
there. 

“I made my debut at the 
start of last season and 
broke my leg against Bristol 
City six games in. 

“That was unfortunate 
but I managed to get myself 
fit.” 

Phil Brown, the ex-Hull 
City boss, gave him his first 
team opportunity at Deep- 
dale and now he needs to 
impress Graham Westley, 
the former Stevenage man¬ 
ager, who recently took over 
the reins. 

“Different managers have 
different ideas,” he stressed. 
“I’ve just got to work hard 
and show that I’m good 
enough to get into his team. 

“Hopefully I’ll show that 
here and be in his plans for 
next season.” 

McLaughlin, who played 
against Argentine star Car¬ 
los Tevez in a reserve team 
friendly for Preston at Man¬ 
chester City’s training 
ground a few days before 


joining Town, is no stranger 
to facing big name opposi¬ 
tion. 

Having been capped by 
Northern Ireland at under- 
21 level, he was handed his 
senior debut when he came 
on as a substitute away to 
Italy in Pescara in October. 
It was Nigel Worthington’s 
last match in charge. 

He’s now keen to stay 
involved with the full squad 
under recently appointed 
national team boss Michael 
O’Neill. 

McLaughlin insisted: 
“That’s the highlight of my 
career so far, playing against 
people like Pirlo and Buffon. 
It was unbelievable. 

“I had to pinch myself just 
sitting on the bench in the 
first half looking at them 
and there were 30,000 there 
that night. 

“I wasn’t expecting to be 
involved at senior level this 
early. But a few defenders 
pulled out and I managed to 
get in the squad with a few

IT WAS just about the perfect 
day for skipper Ian Sharps as he 
emerged as Town’s unlikely 
match-winner. 

The central defender, who contin¬ 
ues to lead by example, is not 
renowned for his goalscoring 
prowess, but he was in the right 
place at the right time to comple¬ 
ment his role in helping Town keep 
a clean sheet by heading Shrews¬ 
bury to three more points. 

Boss Graham Turner believes 
Town should score more often from 
set pieces and it all came right, four 
minutes into the second-half. 

Sharps rose highest in the box to 
sentence out of sorts Burton, now 
without a win in 13 games, to 
another defeat. 

After a first-half in which Shrews¬ 
bury struggled to get out of second 
gear, the mood inside the Greenhous 
Meadow was transformed when 
Sharps, his will to win clear to see, 


powered home a close range header 
from Mark Wright’s inviting corner. 

Sharps said: “I was very happy to 
score that one. I only usually aver¬ 
age one goal a season, so I have dou¬ 
bled that now.” 

Town took longer to get into their 
stride than Turner would have hoped 
and, while they had more of the pos¬ 
session in a largely uninspiring first- 
half, chances were in short supply. 

But come the second-half and 
boosted by the early breakthrough, 
Town were much more assertive. 

The introduction of winger Jon 
Taylor at the interval in place of loa¬ 
nee Romaine Sawyers, who was 
unable to make the most of his 
chance to shine, helping them up 
their game. 

Only Burton goalkeeper Ross 
Atkins will know how he managed to 
prevent Wright from doubling 
Town’s advantage, with an instinc¬ 
tive stop to frustrate the 10-goal 
wide man from the impressive Mar¬ 


vin Morgan’s inviting cross. 

James Collins was also desper¬ 
ately unlucky not to score when his 
improvised overhead kick was 
cleared off the line by Andy Corbett, 
although the resulting corner did 
lead to the all important goal. 

At the other end Burton were 
forced to feed off scraps, Calvin Zola 
heading their only real chance just 
wide, as Town produced a strong 
defensive display. 

Joe Jacobson slotted effortlessly 
straight back into the side at left 
back, after missing two games 
through injury, and that allowed 
Connor McLaughlin to start for the 
first time in his preferred right back 
role, where was more comfortable. 

Turner said: “It’s a victory and 
it’s three points. At this stage of the 
season, that’s the most important 
thing for us. 

“We stuttered a bit once again in 
the first-half, but we had a spell in 
the second-half where we had a 


number of good chances and might 
have increased the margin.” 

Of secondary importance to the 
result, but noteworthy all the same, 
was the fact Town have now 
equalled a club record of 26 home 
matches without defeat, a record set 
by Turner’s Shrewsbury in those 
halcyon years of the late 1970s. 

He said: “I couldn’t give a reason 
why it’s happened. We’ve had 
almost two different sides, the one at 
the end of last season and the side 
this season. 

“If you are going to be successful 
your home ground has to be a 
fortress and that’s what it’s looking 
for us at the moment.”

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Club in 
hunt for 
national 
success 

A BIG weekend awaits 
Shrewsbury Rugby Club’s 
talented under-17 side as 
they battle it out for a place 
in the quarter-finals of the 
National Bowl. 

Having won through two 
North Midlands regional 
leagues to earn the right to 
compete at the national 
level, Shrewsbury saw off a 
strong Burntwood side to 
reach the Midlands section 
semi-finals. 

They are now into the last 
16 of the England-wide 
National Bowl competition 
and face Loughborough at 
Sundorne Castle on Sunday 
(11am) for a place in the 
Midlands final.

“We have not had that 
many for any of our games - 
for one match we only had 15 
players and even against 
Burntwood we only had 17.” 

Rintoul added: “The boys 
have built up a tremendous 
team ethos. It’s a well worn 
phrase but that really do 
play for each other. Some of 
them work at weekends and 
have reorganised their work 
patterns and social lives just 
so they can play. 

“One of the lads even 
delayed having an operation 
so that he could play right up 
to the point where we knew 
we were into the Nationals.” 

Even if Shrewsbury 
progress, it could be the 
under-17s last home game 
together since all other 
games in the National Bowl 
take place on neutral 
grounds. 

If they do win, Shrews¬ 
bury will face either 
Chesterfield or Ampthill at 
Coventry on April 1 and 
after this age group players 
step up to the Colts level 
which mixes under-18 and 
19 players.

Turner calls on players to grasp opportunity 


EXPECTANT Shrewsbury Town 
boss Graham Turner has urged his 
team to build on their promising 
position in the League Two promo¬ 
tion race - insisting: “We’ve got an 
excellent opportunity of fulfilling 
all the things we wanted from the 
season. 

Town, in third, occupy an auto¬ 
matic promotion spot as they pre¬ 
pare for Saturday’s long trip to 
struggling Plymouth Argyle which 
will be swiftly followed by a key 
home clash against fellow high fliers 
Cheltenham on Tuesday (7.45pm), 
writes STUART DUNN. 

Despite dropping a place in the 
table after Torquay’s midweek 


win, Town have a game in hand on 
many of their promotion rivals, 
with Turner keen to see his team 
now push on. 

“It is a good position to be in,” 
said Turner. “I just feel we should 
be two points behind Swindon and 
not eight points had the referee 
done his job at the County Ground 
recently. 

“I think eight points is a fair 
cushion for them but there’s some 
interesting fixtures to come. 

“Of the top sides, we’ve just got 
Cheltenham to play, but a lot of the 
others are playing each other and 
they can’t both win. 

“We’ve got an excellent opportu¬ 


nity now of fulfilling all the things 
that we wanted from the season.” 

Next stop this weekend is Home 
Park to take on a Plymouth side 
now three points adrift of safety in 
the relegation zone. 

It’s a repeat of the opening day of 
the season clash when Argyle boss 
Carl Fletcher smashed home a late 
equaliser in a 1-1 draw at the 
Greenhous Meadow. 

Turner said: “It’s been a very 
difficult time for the people down 
at Plymouth with the financial 
woes they’ve had to suffer, but we 
have to make sure we go down 
there and put in a performance. 

“One or two performances away 


from home over the last two or 
three months have been unaccept¬ 
able, but the majority of times 
we’ve applied ourselves well. 

“It was a very good performance 
at Swindon recently despite the 
loss and I thought it was a solid 
performance in our last away 
match at Crewe. 

“We’ve got to make sure we take 
that sort of performance into the 
Plymouth game and, if we’re good 
enough, we’ll take all three 
points.” 

Turner, who was presented with 
the Contribution to League Foot¬ 
ball Award at a gala ceremony in 
London last weekend, firmly 


believes his players have the men¬ 
tal strength to cope with the pres¬ 
sure of the run-in. 

“Most of all it’s about having the 
mental strength to go out and 
play,” he said. “As you come under 
pressure with the results more 
important, there is no room for 
error. 

“Things are tightening up at the 
top and it takes a bit of mental 
strength to be able to play at the 
same level.” 

Meanwhile, a Tom Bradshaw 
goal earned Town reserves a 1-0 
win over Birmingham City at the 
Championship club’s training 
ground on Tuesday.
